SHENANDOAH PASSED 
ATLANTA AT 4:45 A. M. 

_ Hard-pressed by the dawn, which 
if appeared determined to outstrip, 
the Shenandoah, America’s giant dirigi- 
ble, hummed a brief “good morning’ 
to Atlanta at 4:45 o’clock Wednesday 
morning and then disappeared from 
thousands of upturned eyes—a vision 
of twinkling lights, a cigar-shaped 
silhouette against the heavens and the 
sound of pewerful motors remaining 
as the only tangible evidence of the 
momentous visit. 

Thousands of Atlantans stood 
watch through the early hours of 
Tuesday night as a result of publish- 
ed reports that the Shenandoah would 
reach the city before midnight.

government control of the air must 
be maintained ‘‘with the widest de- 
gree of freedom.” 

The delegates were thanked by the 
president for their cooperation with 
the administration in controlling the 
radio, which, he said, is ‘‘a fresh evi- 
dence that the genius for progress 
has not left the American people, and 
that our citizens can be relied upon 
to conduct their own business in a 
way best calculated to promote the 
public welfare.’ 

Describing the radio as “one of 
our greatest blessings, properly safe- 
guarded,” Mr. Coolidge declared it 
should render possible a more com- 
plete understanding of national prob- 
lems and “bring to the fireside large 
contributions towards entertainment 
and education.” As a result of its 
possibilities, he said, the radio had 
a most intricate relationship to the 
government, adding that Secretary 
Hoover had insisted tkat the govern- 
ment retain control of the ether, that 
‘the fundamental rights may be kept 
in the hands of the people.” It nat- 
urally followed, he declared, that 
rules and regulations were necessary 
tg prevent confusion and improve 
the opportunities afforded by the 
science, 

Mr. Coolidge impressed on_ the 
delegates “the great responsibility on 
the part of those who transmit ma- 
terial over the radio that there should 
be no malice or slander through these 
channels.”

Nashville, Tenn., October 8.—A 
discussion of the farm problem oc- 
cupied- the largest part of the ad- 
dress of Frank O. Lowden, former 
governor of Illinois, who opened the 
national republican campaign in Ten- 
nessee with an address in Nashville 
tonight.

GOOD FOR OUR LIBRARIES. 


The Southeastern Library Associa- 


meet. October 16-18 at All 
Asheville. 

This is the first formal meeting 
of the association since its organiza- ; 
tion two years ago at Signal Moun- 
tain, Tenn. Though it was organ- 
ized in 1922, its real inception was 
in 1920 when a group of some sixty 
librarians from the southeastern 
States met to talk over the condi- 
tions and special problems relating 
to library development common to 
their several states. This meeting 
was informal and adjourned without 
effecting permanent organization, 
but to meet again in two years, if 
the need of such a conference was 
felt.

In such balloting votes may be 
given for the candidates who have} 
received any of the three highest 
number of electoral votes; the votes 
will be cast by states, each state be- 
ing entitled to a single vote; a ma- 
jority of the whole number of 
states, to-wit, twenty-five votes, will 
be necessary to an election; the vote 
of a state may be cast by, and in 
accord with, the views of a majority 
of the members of the house. from 
the state; if there is a tie in the vote 
of all the members of the house 
from a particular state, that state 
will. cast no vote. 

The political affiliations of the 
present house are as follows: Demo- 
crats, 20 states; republicans, 21! 
states; La Follette, 1 state; tied, 5 
states; uncertain, 1 state. 

The ‘‘tie’ states are Maryland, 
New Jersey, New Hampshire, Ne- 
braska and Montana. That is to sav, 
these states have the same number 
of democratic and republican repre- 
sentatives. The La Follette state is 
Wisconsin and the ‘‘uncertain’’ 
state is North Dakota, that state 
having three representatives: one 
republican, one La Follette; and 
the third seat is vacant to be filled 
by the November election. It will 
require 25 votes to elect. 

It is readily seen, by any fair 
analysis of the democratic situation, 
’ that the election of President Cool- 
‘ idge in the house, under existing 
circumstances, would be impossible. 

Insurgent republicans—followers 
of La Follette—hold the balance of

Dr. Yandell Henderson, of Sheffield |

1 
will - merely add my _ testimony to 
theirs ir support of the conclusion 
reached by every one of the scientific 
commissions that have studied this 
subject. This conclusion is that, for 
the creatment of electric shock, drown- 
ing avd other conditions producing 
complete cessation of breathing, the 
Schafer manual prone pressure 


to any other. The use of artificial 
respiration apparatus should be dis- 
couraged, for the simple manual 
method is much more effective. There 
is some evidenee that mechanical de- 
vices may even be injurious to the 
lungs. These apparatus have few, if 
any, well substantiated cases of re- 
suscitation to their credit. On the 
other hand, hundreds of lives have 
been saved with the manual method.” 
I believe I could not make a bet- 
ter answer to the many queries which 
have come to me from municipal of- 
concerning the advisability of 
equipping with respiration apparatus. 
Where ignorance and incompetence 
prevail, some such machine may

Ak in 1920 money was not so plentiful as it is now, and even so 

good a company as the Brooklyn Edison was obliged to attach 7 per 
cent coupons to its bonds to make them sell readily. The high rate was 
no reflection on the credit position of the company, about which there 
can be no question, but represented simply a gen@ral condition of thé 
money market. 

But Money Is Cheaper Now. \ 

With the general money market as it is now, the Brooklyn Edison 
company need not pay such high rates. Believing that just such a time 
as the present would come eventually, the company was careful to in- 
corporate redemption clauses in the high-coupon obligations that were 
sold to the public four years ago. The object of these provisions was 
to make it possible to take advantage of cheaper rates when the time 
came. That time has come. Brooklyn Edison company, accordingly, 
has just applied to the public service commission for authority to issue 
$25,000,000 of series A general mortgagé Ss of 1949. 

The details of this new financing are not known yét, but, assuming a 
price of 95 to the company for the new bonds—which would appear to 
be conservative in view of the fact that the present general mortgage 
5S are selling at par—the proposed issue would net the company about 
$23,750,000. The plan is to redeem the $2.000.000 series C 7s and the 
$8,000,000 series D As, a step which would take something like $10,- 
700,000 in view of the fact that the bonds must be called at a premium. 
Most of the remaining proceeds would go for capital expenditures. 

Brooklyn Edison’s Good Record 

The general mortgage under which the new 5s will be issued when 
arrangements are completed is the company’s present working mort- 
gage. Subject to a few underlying divisional liens, this mortgage covers 
all of the properties and generally is recognized as a highly conservative 
instrument. It is not strictly a modern mortgage, for there is an author- 
ized limitation placed upon the volume of bonds which may be issued 
under the mortgage. The company cannot issue more than $100,000,- 
000 of these bonds. While the time doubtless will come when some 
way will have to be found to set up an open-end lien, that matter is 
nothing which presents investors need to have any concern over. 

During 1923 the Brooklyn Edison company earned its interest 
charges 4.19 times and for a decade has earned these charges substan- 
tially more than twice even in the poorest years.

Standing on the steps of the East 70th street house and performing 
on the bell the special solo which led to the opening of that guarded 
portal, Hope again reflected on the marked difference between her morn- 
ing and her afternoon environment. She had always liked variety in her 
days, and she told herself that certainly she had it now. On one side was 
a typical New York family— its members already revealing the faults and 
the virtues characteristic of their class, but each, with the exception of 
Sally, wholesome, selfish and normal. She had been so busy all morn- 
ing, and so incessantly run from door to telephone and from telephone to 
desk, that she ached from head to foot; but she had enjoyed the work 
and the atmosphere. 

Much that was being done was tutile and even foolish. Maud Schuy- 
ler, like most of her fellow workers, wasted an immense amount of time 
and made many unnecessary gestures. Nevertheless she had a system 
such as it was; she had big moments; and she had fine achievements to 
‘er credit and admirable undertakings in hand. Hope’s admiration for her 
grew as she watched the leader in action, while her interest also strength- 
ened. She knew that most so-called “public women” have two sides— 
one the polished and rather hard surface turned habitually toward the 
world, and more or less consciously worn as a sort of armor, the other 
a side shown to intimates, a side sometimes arrogant, sometimes childishly | 
vain, Occasionally simple, sweet and unspoiled.

She was 
by turn tolerant and peevish, wise and childish, suspicious and confiding, 
friendly and remote, pretentious and simple; but Hope gratefully realized 
that she was neither arrogant nor vain. Her sense of humor and a basic 
Sweetness of nature saved her from arrogance, and her mirror was a daily 
lesson against vanity. Few human beings can be in close association for 
a week without developing definite feelings of attraction or repulsion. 
Already Mrs. Schuyler was unconsciously leaning on her Secretary, was 
beginning to like to have her around. Already Hope felt the dawn of a 
sense of pride in her association with one who unquestionably was ‘“‘put- 
ting things ovef’ and who invariably was at her best in moments when 
her aids lost their heads. There was no question that she was begin- 
ning to like and admire Maud Schuyler.

New York, October 8.—Walter 
‘Johnson, the “old master,” buckled 
on his armor today in a final fight 
for fhe glory of a world-series victory 
that he has sought for 18 years, but 
fate, it seemed, and the mighty bats 
of his foe, turned him back. 

tinleashing a furious, ruthless at- 
tack, the New York Giants battered 
the great veteran into defeat for the 
second straight time, captured the 
fifth game of the series from the Sen- 
ators by a score of 6 to 2, and left 
tonight for Washington with the -924 
vorld’s championship within their 
reach, 

The Giants, coming back ‘oday 
with the powerful type of attack that 
earriec the Senators to triumph 7es- 
terday, now held a formidable edge 
of three to two in games. They need 
only one more victory to clinch the 
serie. and give their leader, John Mce- 
traw, his fourth baseball crown and 
a new major league record. 

Giants Today’s Favorites. 

The forces of McGraw, who shares 
the present record of three world’s 
series victories with Connie Mack 
and his Athletics, are heavy favo- 
rites tonight to carry off the major 
honors im one of the game’s must 
spectacular battles, for today they 
spiked Washington’s big gun and left

An- 
other outpouring of 50,000 fans, 
braving the chilliest day of the series, 
came Chiefly in*the hope of seeing 
Johnson hang up his first world’s 
series victory. Their ¢6ympathies, 
which have been with the Senators 
throughout the New York games of the 
series, particularly were evident for 
Johnson. They cheered him to the 
echo in the early part of the game, 
but as it wore on and Johnson’s de- 
feat seemed inevitable, they became 
quieter, realizing that “Big Barney,” 
one of the game’s greatest idols, was 
taking the bitterest setback of his 
enareer.r, 

Takes Punishment Grimly. 

Johnson took the punishment ad- 
ministered by the Giants’ bats 
grimly, but it was a bad. spectacle to 
those who recalled his greatness over 
nearly a score of years and his 
yaliant struggle to reach the door 
that refused to open to him when he 
knocked. Yet probably no one real- 
ized the tragedy of it all more keenly 
than Johnson himself, when after 
“Goose” Goslin’s third home run of 
the series had revived Washington 
hopes in the eighth inning, the Giants 
shelled the veteran for three more 
runs and removed the last uncer- 
tainty over the outcome. 

Under this terrific bombardment it 
seemed foolhardy for Manager 
“Bucky” Harris to keep Johnson in 
the game, the outcome of which 
meant so much to the Senators’ 
championship hopes, but the young 
Washington pilot apparently was 
willing to accept defeat rather than 


cap the climax of the veteran’s last 
stand by taking him from the box. 

In Johnson’s declaration after the 
yame that he may retire from the 
game next season for all time may lie 
ihe real reason for keeping him to 
the last.
